After evidence had been given that he 
could not have inflicted his injuries himself, 
Thomas Maye (71), termer, of Croft Park, 
West Charleton, near Kingsbridge, Devon, 
was found not guilty at Devon Assizes yester- 
day of murdering his wife, Emily Maye (70) 
and his daughters, Emily Joan (28) and 
Gwenyth (25), 

The verdict was given on the direction of 
Mr. Justice Charles, who intervened after a 
doctor had expressed the opinion that any 
of Maye’s wounds would be®sufficient to 
render him unconscious immediately. 

The charges followed the discovery of Mrs. 
Maye dead with a fractured skull and. her 
body partly burned and her daughters dead 
as a result of terrible head injuries in a 
lonely farmhouse on the night of June 11-12. 
Maye himself had a fractured skull. 

Dr. W. H. Cooper said that Maye’s in- 
juries would have all enqygh to kill many 
people. 

Dr. G. F. C. Robinson said that the bruise 
01 Maye’s jaw was consistent with his hav- 
ing been struck while hig face was under the 
bedclothes: While in hospital Maye continu- 
ally asked. for his wife and daughters. 

Mr. Justice Charles said that there was no 
mote reason for supposing that Maye atruck 
the others than that the others had struck 
him. 

On his jordship’s direction the jury re- 
turned a verdict oí not guilty on the charges 
of murdermg Emily Maye and Joan and, 
Gwenyth Maye, 

“After making this a public matter,” 
commented the judge, “Il feel bound to say 
that I think that after the close consideration 
vf the doctor’s evidence this man might 
Lave been spared the ordeal.”’

The defendants, who denied any negli- 
gence or breach of duty, pleaded that they 
were instructed solely to prepare accounts of 
the firm’s profits for income tax purposes 
from books produced to them, and that they

THE MOUNT STREET

At the quarterly })siness meeting of the 
Rotary Club held ye erday at the Metropole 
Hotel, Dublin, a representative of the Mount 
Street Club for Unemployed Men said that 
the club had now completed its second year, 
and had a membership of some two hundred. 
These two years had been regarded by the 
governors, he said, as partly experimental. 
The club was organised on lines that were 
considered specially suited to the situation in 
Dublin, and consequently it had been thought 
advisable to allow the club to grow slowly, 
and so. to prove, by actual experience, the 
soundness or otherwise of the principles upon 
which the organisation was founded. 

A stage had now been reached when the 
efficacy of the Mount street methods is placed 
beyond doubt. The members are enthusiastic, 
and the benefits which result from providing 
healthy occupation for those who are forced 
to be idle are even more marked than was 
thought possible two years ago. That the 
club may pursue its logical development, it 
is essential that public interest be quickened, 
and consequently it had been decided to form 
a society called the Mount Street Society, 
which would bring together all who realise 
the dangers and inhumanities of the present 
situation. He announced that a-meeting will 
be held in the main hall of the club, BP1 
Lower Mount street, on Friday next, J3ih 
November, at 8 p.m., at which the full 
working of the club will be explained and 
the proposals for the Mount Street Society 
will be discussed. The club will be open 
from 7 p.m. for inspection: Admission will 
be by ticket obtainable from the Honorary 
Secretary of the Mount Street Club, 81 Lower 
Mount street.

The "bus came “ hurtling 
down the road ” in the opposite direction at 
a very fast speed. ‘The car was almost 
stationary on its correct side when the ‘bus 
crashed into it and pushed it back and spun 
it round like a cork on a wave. The ‘bus 
then went on until it was stopped by a wall 
dividing the road from the railway. The 
occupants of the car were all rendered un- 
conscious by the impact, and the plaintiff, 
who was severely injured, did not recover 
consciousness for a considerable time. 

Mr. Lavery, opening the defendants’ case, 
said that the driver of the “bus, as he was 
approaching the car, saw the car pull over 
to its right-hand side of the road as if it 
was going to stop there. The ‘bus driver 
then went more towards the middle of the 
road. As he came up to the car the car 
was definitely on its wrong side of the road, 
and it turned into the "bus and struck it. 

The jury found for the plaintiff and 
assessed damages at £275, and judgment was 
entered accordingly, with costs.

Special Correspondent in Ulster,”’ deal- 
ing with the formation and conduct of the 
Northern Ireland Transport Board, which 
came into existence a little over a year . 

The journal says that the writer is “‘an 
authority on transport, and, resident in 
Ulster, has had ample opportunity of study- 
ing the effects of this far-reac i i 
scheme of transport control, 
cellent in theory, he finds it sadly ja 
accomplishment, attributing its chortcomin 
io no inherent defects in the scheme i 
but wather to the extraordinary ineptitude 
of the Government of Northern Ireland. This 
is shown mainly in the delays which have 
occurred in the settlement of the claims for 
compensation submitted by undertakings 
compulsorily acquired, and to the delay, 
equally unwarrantable, in the setting up of 
an appeals tribunal to deal with rates and 
arges. 

at permission of Modern Transport we 
sre enabled to reproduce the article in full. 
it reads as follows :— 

About twelve months ago the Government 
of Northern Ireland embarked upon a great 
and apparently promising adventure in the 
realm of transport. It was an experiment of 
a kind untried before in any country, 
designed to eliminate competition on the road

A 
review: of the progress of the Northern Ire- 
land experiment up to date may, therefore, 
be of general interest. 


A PIONEER 


The Ulster Government has—to its credit— 
been a pioneer in the regulation of road 
transport. The driving force has been the 
Minister of Home Affairs, the Right Hon. Sir 
Dawson Bates. As far back as 1926, by the 
Motor Vehicles Traffic and Regulation Act 
(Northern Ireland) of that year, it established 
a system of licensing omnibuses, administered 
by the Ministry of Home Affairs, to stem 
the growing competition between omnibus 
operators that was then producing chaos 
on the roads. After the passing of 
the Act, the Minisrty then introduced, and 
has since practised, a policy that a licence 
renewable annually to run omnibuses would 
only be granted on condition that the licensee 
operated a service and adhered to a time- 
table and charged fares submitted to and 
approved of by the Ministry. Later. under 
the Motor Vehicles and Road Traffic Act 
(Northern Ireland), 1929, the licensee was put 
under statutory obligation to charge fares as 
fixed by a Fares Tribunal, which was presided 
over by a member of the English r who 
had experience of traffie regulation, and had 
heen President of the Institute of Transport. 
The Tribunal, with the assistance of Mr. 
Frank Pick, Sir William McLintock, and 
other eminent experts, fixed fares for .the 
whole of Northern Ireland. 

lt was an essential part of the declared 
policy of the Ministry of Home Affairs that 
anyone to whom an omnibus licence was 
granted, if he provided adequately for the re- 
quirements of the seovedlinn public, con- 
formed properly to the conditions of the 
licence, and charged -the fares fixed by the 
Fares Tribunal, had the assurance that no 
new operator would be licensed to compete 
against him. 

This system, of licensing omnibuses proved 
au. immediate success. he ineffictent ‘bus 
operator soon disappeared, and ‘bus services 
were gradually extended into rural areas pre- 
viously unserved. Consolidation of “bus- 
owning interests proceeded rapidly and new 
capital was imtroduced. As a result, the 
omnibus Industry in Northern Ireland was 
placed on an economic basis. The success of 
Sit Dawson Bates’ policy attracted the atten- 
tion of the Royal Sensndesian on Transport, 
aman over by Sir Arthur Griffith- 
joscawen, which examined closely into the 
working of the Ulster scheme, and ultimately 
recommended a similar scheme for Great 
britain As everyone in England knows, a 
scheme was brought into operation in Great 
ct, 1930, though 
it may not be known that the English scheme 
was formed oa tha Ulster model. 


ROAD TRANSPORT BOARD 


While competition between ‘bus operators 
was thus controiled in Ulster, it stall con- 
tinued to grow in mtensity im regard to 
passenger traffic between them and the rail- 


ways, and between the railways and the 
gvods road i anlers in regard to — trafhc. 
fo such an extent was traffic, both in pas- 


seugers and goods, diverted from the railways 
to the roads that, in 1933. the two principal 
ralway companies in Northern Ireland, the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway Coin- 
nany {Northern Counties Committee) and 
the Great Northern Railway Company (Ire- 
land), were falling far short of earning suffi- 
cient to pay their working expenses, The 
third undertaking, the Belfast and County 
Down Railway, Company, was only enabled to 
pay its working expenses out of the profits 
of its hotel and refreshment rooms. 

Jt was then reported in our Ulster news- 
papers that the London, Midland and Scottish 
Railway Company (Northern Counties Com- 
mittee) and the Great Northern Railway 
Company (Ireland) had threatened to close 
down unless the Government of Northcen 
Ireland took some action to alleviate their 
Precarious financial position. Certainly, Sir 
Josiah Stamp made it very clear that the 
English shareholders of the London, Midland 
and Scottish Railway Company would” not 
continue any longer to contribute to keeping 
open for traffic their North*rn Counties Com-

INGENIOUS SCHEME 


After an exhaustive investigation, he 
formulated an ingenious scheme for the 
reorganisation of road and rail traffic in 
Northern Ireland, which is fully described in 
his valuable report, ' Transport Conditions in 
Northern Iveland’’ (1934), published as a Blue 
Book by the Government of Northern Ire. 
land, and was reviewed in Modern T'ransport 
of July 28, 1934. It was authorised to be 
carried into effect by the Road and Railway 
Transport Act (Northern Ireland), 1036. 

The Act, which became law on July 16 
1956, provided for the creation of a ‘Road 
Transport Board, with powers to acquire all 
road transport undertakings conveying pas- 
sengers or tartrág merchandise for hire or 
reward in Northern Ireland. It repealed all 
the legislation regulating railway rates and 
facilities, and contented itself with enacting 
that both «he Road Transport Board and the 
railway companies should charge reasonable 


provision for the setting up of a joint :com- 
mittee—consisting half of representatives of 
the board and hall of representatives of the 
railway companies—to control competition in 
rates and facilities between the road services 
and services on the railways. To remove all 
inducement to unreasonable competition 
between road and rail, 1t prescribed that 
the traffic revenue of the board and of 
the railway companies, after payment of cer- 
tain stated items of working expenses, should 
be divided between the board and the 
railway companies in the proportions of the 
nar of the.road transport undertakings 
for the year 1932 and the average of the re- 
ceipts of the railway companies for the years 
1 and 1932. The rd was formaily 
established by the Minister of Home Affairs 
as from September 1, 1935, ahd its powers 
to a nó road transport undertakings were 
brought into operation by the Minister as 
from October 1, 1935. 


NET LOSS TO THE BOARD 


‘But in adopting Sir Felix Pole’s scheme 
the Government’s sagacity seems to have 
been exhausted. Before the Act had become 
law the Ministry of Home Affairs made 
agreements which the Road Transport Board 
later, on its formation, adopted, with five of 
the principal road operators n Northern Ire- 
land—the Belfast Omnibus Co., Limited; 
H. M. 8. Catherwood, Limited; the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway Company 
(Northern Counties Committee), the Great 
Northern Railway Company (Ireland), and 
the Belfast and County Down Railway Com- 
pany—for the acquisition by the Board of 
their road undertakings in return for the 
issue to them of stock of the Boarl. The 
financial effect of the agreements, according 
to figures recently Ea ar by the Board, 
is that there is a net loss of £9,123 per 
annum to the Board 

Not unnaturally, the travelling public of 
Northern Ireland think that £9.123 per 
annum is a heavy price to have paid to secure 
the cssent of the railway companies to part 
with their moribund road transport undertak- 
ings. Equally naturally do other road opera- 
tors who are earning substantial profits, and 
whose undertakings are being acquired by the 
Board, hold the view that it is. unfair that the 
annual they bring in, on uisition, 
should be utilised in paying forthe deficit, on 
the bad bargain for the travelling public 
which they think has been made with the 
railway companies. 

And the public think it wrong that the 
economies promised by the Government to 
accrue from the consolidation of road trans- 
port, instead of being used for improvement 
and extension of passenger and goods road 
services, and reduction of fares and rates, 
should be utilised to satisfy the demands 
made by the railway companies as a condition 
of their coming into the scheme.

me as being admirable ; now I propose to 
look at the other side of the picture—and 
it certainly is pretty gloomy. First of all, 
let me examine the problem of the Jews. 
This problem is of vital importance inas- 
mach as it has gained world-wide pub- 
German cause 
tremendous harm throughout the world. 


Before the Pogrom 


When the Hitler Government came into 
power there were some 600,000 Jews in 
the German Reich. Many of them, un- 
doubtedly, had immigrated from Eastern 
Europe after the War, but the majority 
consisted of decent German citizens, who 
were just as patriotic in their outlook as 
most Aryans. I need not go into details 
regarding what happened in the first fury 
of the Hitlerite revolution. Jews in Ger- 


many, as in other lands, occupied places 
of high honour in the country. Many of 
them were particularly distinguished as 
medical and legal men. They held 
leading positions in all the profes- 
sions, in journalism, on the stage, 
and in public life generally; and there 
is no doubt, that the number of outstand- 
ing Jews in Germany was altogether dis- 
proportionate to the size of the Jewish 
population. This condition’ of affairs, 
mutatis mutandis, exists in every country 
where the Jews have settled: and one 
would think that it was a tribute to their 
efficiency and intellectual ability. But 
the Nazis took a different view. They 
argued that ‘die Juden sind wnser 
Ungliick ’’—the Jews are our misfortune— 
and determined to get rid of as many of 
them as possible. How that was done, 
and is being done, is a sad story, reflect- 
ing no credit on the National Socialist 
movement. The Jews have been, and are 
being, treated abominably, and if it is a 
fact that some’ of them are rather un- 
Em people, it justifies in ho way the 
ratal conduct of the German Govern, 
ment. 


A Hunted Man 


I met several Jews while I was in Ger- 
many. Some lanetweasually, in the train, 
in hotels..or in capes. Others were old

We were 
in a third class carriage by ourselves, 
but he kept throwing continuous glances 
over his shoulder to make sure that 
nobody in the corridor was listening, 
although the door of the compartment 
was tightly shut. 

‘‘It is not so bad for us,” he told me, 
but. just think of our children. We 
have our businesses; but the next genera- 
tion of German Jews will have no pros 
pects.at home. And migration is im- 
possible. We cannot take a penny out of 
the country, and where can any of us go 
without money? I am not even a German 
citizen (Staatsbiirger) now,” he added 
bitterly, “ although I fought for three 
years in France.” The German people, 
he assured me, were not really antagonistic 
to the.Jews. It was only the Government. 
In fact, when he went about his rounds 
through Bavaria, he often found great

At this stage I ventured to suggest that 
it was hardly true to say that Jews were 
treated just as if they were any other 
foreigners—that, for example, he was 
having a glass of wine with a foreigner at 


that moment, whereas he hardly would Le | to evade the tribunal’s verdict even by

The Nuremberg 
laws against the Jews represent the 
most reactionary legislation in any country 
since the Middle Ages. Their ultimate 
aim is to purify the stream of German 
blood, and, consequently, the most rigid 
watch is kept on marriages between people 
of mixed race. 

I can explain the matter best an 
example. While [ was in Germany | met 
an exceedingly good-looking omy | man, 
who was the perfect type of the English 
public school boy. We got into conversa- 


|} tion, in the way one does on holiday, and 


were chatting gaily away when I heard him 
speak in German to a waiter. 

“ Where on earth did you learn your 
German?’’ I asked him, astonished at the 
purity of his accent.

“ Very well, then,” 1 went on; ‘* m 
that case, where on earth did you learn 
your English?’’ for he spoke with an accent 
that even would pass muster in a B.B.C. 
announcer. 

'“ My mother is English,”’ he said ; and 
then he told me the story of his life. I 
have never seen a more typical Aryan. He 
had the blondest of blonde hair, Viue eyes 
and a fresh complexion, and was obviously 
of the best type of Anglo-German. I 
expressed my ag ory to find that he was 
even a German, but I was utterly flum- 
moxed when he told me that he was a Jew. 
““ As a matter of íact,” he added, ‘‘ that 
is not strictly correct. I am fifty-fifty ; 
but in Germany I.am just a swine !”’ 


A Sad Case 


It was a very interesting and distressi 
case. This young man came of a very 
family. His father, who is German, 
one Jewish parent; so had his mother, 
who is English. Consequently, of his 
four grandparents, two were Jewish, and, 
as they reckon these matters in Germany, 
he was half-Jew and half-Aryan. Needless 
to say, from the social point of view, the 
Jewish element had the benefit of the 
doubt. He told me that his father was a 
rich man, with big estates in Germany and 
extensive commercial and industria’ 
interests abroad. During the War he had 
been a military big wig in Belgium, having 
served on the Etat-Majeur, and had re- 
ceived all kinds of orders and decorations 
for his work. When the anti-Jewish 
racket started, however, this man was 
promptly ostracised. His son told -ne 
that the young men who had been in his 
class at school, and had been with him 
in the University—many of them his in- 
timate friends who often had enjoyed his

Fear of Vengeance 

I asked him why, being a rich man, he 
did not leave Germany and marry his gir!) 
in England or the United States. ‘‘ For 
two reasons, he replied. '' First, because 
I could not take any money out of 
Germany ; and, second, if I should decide 


marrying abroad, they would take it out 
of my father, who is an oldish man now 
and watits to live im peace. ‘‘ What is 
the penalty for evasion in Germany! |, 
asked. ‘' Penal servitude on the grounds 
of Rassenschande—pollution of the race.” 

I could multiply mstances of this kind of 
thing; but they would make unpleasant 
reading. The anti-Semitic campaign 1s 
being waged throughout the country with 
unabated fury. Its arch-apostle, of course 
is the notorious Julius Streicher, of 
Nuremberg, wlPase newspaper, the 
Sttirmer, is a thoroughly scandalous pro- 
duction. It was felt at one time that this 
man would go so far as to disgust even his 
own party, and not alone the Jews were 
hoping that Herr Hitler would order him 
to moderate his attacks on Jewry for the 
sake of Germany s reputation abroad. Not

A Cruel War 


Although Madrid has not yet fallen 
there seems to be little doubt that the 
Spanish capital's doom is sealed. For 
several days now fighting has been in 
progress in the suburbs. Only one road— 
that which leads to Valencia—remains 
open, and even that way of escape is being 
threatened by General Franco's troops. 
Sefior Largo Caballero and his Ministers 
have left Madrid for Valencia, despite the 
Premier's reported statement that he 
would shoot himself rather than desert 
his post; and the reason that has been 
given for this step is quite plausible. If 
the members of the Government should 
be in Madrid when the insurgents take 
the city they, naturally, would be taken 
prisoners, in which event General Franco 
would have a claim upon the recognition 
of foreign Powers, whereas, so long as 
the Government remains in being, nosuch 
legitimate claim can Be made. There 
have been several precedents for action of 
this kind. It has happened more than 
once in France, and it will be remem- 
bered that, when the Germans over-ran 
Belgium in 1914, the Belgian Govern- 
ment actually left the country to take 
refuge on French soil. The Powers, at 
the moment, are in rather an awkward 
fix. The Spanish Ambassador in 
Berlin, who resigned his post some time 
ago as a token of sympathy with the 
insurgents, has returned to the Embassy 
in Berlin, where he has hoisted General 
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Franco's entry into Madrid the b 

will be worse than anything that h 
happened up to the present ; for no ‘mercy 
will be shown on either side, and thousands 
of entirely innocent people will be bound 
to suffer. Efforts have been made by the 
French and British Governments to 
prevent unnecessary suffering; but all 
appeals hi i have been without avail. 
The Government seems to be determined 
to defend the city, street by street, and 
even house by house. * Every inhabitant, 
willy-nilly, will be.a frane-tireur, and 
whether or, not their heart will be in their 
work, desperate fighting is anticipated. 
Of course, thé capture of Madrid will not 
mean the end of the Civil War. The 
problem of Catalonia remains to be 
tackled, and mm many other parts of Spain 
the Government forces are still in control 
of large areas. It ought to be possible, 
however, to bring about some kind of truce 
whereby further bloodshed might be 
spared. Surely Spain has suffered enough. 
Brother's hand has been turned against 
brother in pitiless strife. No proper esti- 
mate has been made yet of the losses that 
have been incurred on both sides since the 
Civil War began ; but they must have been 
enormous. In Badajoz and Irun alone 
many thousands of lives must have been 
lost; and, while all due allowance must 
be made for exaggeration, casualties all 
round have been very heavy. Whatever 
happens during the next few weeks, years 
must pass before the memories of the last 
months can be erased from Spanish minds. 
The bitternesses of the Civil War will 
remain, as they remained in America for 
decades after Appomattox, although the 
American Civil War was - fought with 
clean hands, The longer the present 
struggle continues, the more lasting will 
be the wounds in the heart of Spain. The 
outside world is powerless. Intervention 
on one side or the other would be fatal, as 
well as futile, at this stage. Men and 
women of good-will throughout the world 
only can hope and pray that a great 
people’s agony may be brought to an end 
as soon as possible, and that the victor, 
in starting his mighty task of rebuilding, 


may bring true peace tortured 
land.

The America’s Cup 


Although the general public has a 
cursory interest in yacht racing, allied to 
an almost sublime ignorance of the more 
intimate rules of the game, it was with a 
feeling of gratitude to Mr. T. O. M. Sop- 
with that the general public read of his 
intention to challenge again for the 
America's Cup. This America’s Cup is 
one of the most spectacular sporting events 
in the world. Yacht racing in its 
humblest guise offers the spectator a feast 
of beauty, excitement and suspense ; but, 
when there are but two vessels in the race, 
and each of them is worth a King's 
ransom—and each of them is the chosen 
representative of its country—not all the 
news reel commentators in America can do 
justice to the scene. Such, in theory, at 
least should be the case. Last year, how- 
ever, the news reel commentators found 
no difficulty in dealing with the situation ; 
because, by all accounts, the much- 
publicised event fell slightly flat. There 
was the painful matter of Mr. Sopwith’s 
protest ; there were rumours that Endea- 
vour’s amateur crew were unfitted for their 
extremely arduous labours; and there 
were a number of very faint, but neverthe- 
less disturbing, suggestions that Mr. Sop 
with had been treated with a certain degree 
of indifference by the distinguished 
natives of Newport. About such a race, 
involving as it does hundreds of thousands 
of pounds, it is inevitable that a number 
of whispered tales should be told; but it 
does seem that the whole affair was un- 
satisfactory in many of its aspects. 
Under these circumstances, all praise, and 
more than mere praise, is due to Mr. Sop- 
with, who now is preparing to try again— 
at enormous personal expense. He has 
arranged for a new yacht to be built, and 
Endeavour II. will be as perfect a vessel 
as human ingenuity can contrive. It so 
happens also that the other yachts in the 
J-class may not be fitted out next season, 
so that Mr. Sopwith will have a wide choice 
of experienced hands. The America’s Cup, 


at very long last, may cross the Atlantic to 
Great Britain.

Aboard the cruiser, which was escorted 
by five armed trawlers and two aeroplanes, 
were 1,000 regular troops from Spanish 
Morocco. Her decks, it was clearly seen 
from here, were laden with field guns and 
mortars. 

According to reports from Malaga, some 
20,000 militiamen are prepared to defend 
Estepona, the nearest of the three towns 
threatened, while 30,000 more form a rear- 
guard between Marbella and Malaga. 


OIL TANKS ON FIRE 


Flames from 500 to 800 feet high were 
seen leaping from blazing oil tanks at 
Almeria by Captain Owen, of the Mac. 
Andrews (London) steamer Cid, which 
arrived here this morning. - 

The captain stated that he saw the 
insurgent, cruiser Canarias bombarding 
Almeria yesterday. According to an earlier 
report the tanks were set on fire during 
an insurgent aerial bombardment. 

A well-known English resident of 
Almeria, which is on the coast about 100 
miles above Malaga, told Reuter to-day 
that there are four big tanks in the town, 
owned by the Campsa Oil Company, and 
containing, roughly, 1,000,000 gallons of 
petrol and Diesel oils. 

The, Campsa Oil Company carries the 
monopoly for the distribution of oil in 
Spain. A bomb is reported to have fallen 
on the gasometers of the company, which 
supplies Almeria with electricity and gas, 
and caused serious damage. British capital 
is involved in this company.

HREE men, one of whom is said to 
have been armed with a revolver, 
entered the Dublin Corporation rent office 
at Fairview yesterday afternoon, and 
after a daring hold-up escaped with about 
So far as is known, no one saw them 
either enter or leave the building. 
John Mulligan, the Corporation’s estate 
agent, was sitting in his office at No, 2 
arino Park avenue, when the three men 
suddenly entered the room. One of them 
produced a revolver and ordered the agent 
to put his hands up and face the wall. 
When he had done so he was knocked 
unconscious by a blow on the back of the 
head. 
The robbery was discovered by Mrs. P. 
Early, who lives on the premises with her 
family. 
“I was upstairs,” she told an Irish 
Times reporter, ‘‘ when I heard a noise 
in the office and rushed down. At first 
there appeared to be no one there, and 
then 1 saw Mr, Mulligan lying on the 
ground in a pool of blood.” She saw ne 
one either enter or leave the building. 
The hold-up took place shortly after two 
o'clock, when Mr, Maulli 
close up the office for the day. He had 
just counted the day’s collection, and the 
money was lying on the table in front of 
him before being taken to the bank. The 
sum, in notes, amounted to about £90, all 
of which was taken by the robbers. There 
was also a quantity of silver in a cash 
box, but this was left untouched. : 
After helping the injured man to the 
kitchen, Mrs. Early ran for assistance, 
and the police were summoned at once.

MR. DE VALERA’S WORDS 
RECALLED 
By Our Potrticat CORRESPONDENT. 


The suggestion of the Lord Mayor of 
Manchester was received in Dublin yester- 
day with widespread approbation. If for 
no other reason, it was welcomed because 
it calls attention to a matter which there 
seems to be a tendency to overlook. It is 
a remarkable fact that at the Fianna Fail 
annual Congress last week—while almost 
every aspect of the country’s affairs was 
brought under review—there was not a 
single motion with reference to the finan- 
cial dispute with Great Britain. This was 
not due to accidental oversight, but rather 
of set purpose. 

It is true that Mr. de Valera, in his 
speech at the Ard Fheis on last Tuesday 
night, did make reference to the relations 
between the two countries, and, on the 
whole, they were not particularly encourag- 
ing to the mission upon which the Lord 
Mayor of Manchester proposes to embark. 

“I regret to say that our relations with 
Great Britain are no better than they 
were,” said the President. 

“The British Government is still, by 
means of penal tariffs, extracting from us 
a sum of money which we say is not due, 
and because it is not due we do not pro- 
pose to pay it. The effort to break our 
people was made during the worst slump 
in history, but the spirit of the Irish people 
was there to support us and themselves, 
and the Irish people have not surrendered, 
and they are not going to surrender. Our 
opponents have been constantly reminding 
us that the people of Britain and ourselves 
have many interests in common. We admit 
that. They say that each, until recently, 
was the best customer of the other; that 
there are bonds of trade between the two 
countries which ought not to be ignored. 
We grant that, and admitit. . . . We 
said to all, whether to the people at home 
or the people of Great Britain, Canada or 
elsewhere, that one of the things which 
prevented the natura! forces bringing the 
two peoples together for working was the 
fact that the British could never get 
themselves from the frame of mind asso- 
ciated with imposing their will upon us. 
That is the position to-day.” 


TRY WHITEHALL FIRST

General Smuts, veteran South African 
leader, and Minister of Justice, to-day 
told women from all over the Empire that 
fear is causing the nations to rearm. He 
was welcoming the delegates to the 
Dominions Conference of the National 
Council of Women, which was opened here 
to-day by Lady Clarendon, wife of the 
Governor-General. 

General Smuts said: “The nations of 
the world are rearming to-day, not because 
they are warlike, but because they fear 
war. There is a vast difference between 
the attitude that prevailed in 1914 and the 
attitude of the present day. 

“If we can only succeed in mobilising 
the forces of good-will and humanity, the 
spe’ of fear may be broken and the 
unification of the races and nations estab-

o-day they saw how hopelessly it had failed. 
In the conftict between Italy and Abyssinia 
they saw a nation highly organised and with 
all the resources of , ern seo waging 
a pitiless war on a helpless fenceless 
Nie. while the nations of the world which 
ad been pledged to help the weak stood 
helpless rá 1 afraid. Those who had believed 
in the League of Nations had had their 
hopes completely dashed. He would venture 
to say that the cause of the failure of the 
League was that it had heen too negative in 
its ideals. Supporters of the League would 
say that the purpose for which it was pro- 
vided was for the prevention of war. It was 
set. on foot they would say to bring about 
such an organising of collective security as 
should make war. if not impossible, at any 
rate much less likely to break out. That 
to most people was the purpose of the League 
of Nations—the avoidance of future war. 
The League was born as a result of war; it 
had grown! and had lived in an atmosphere 
of war; the one thing that men dreaded most 
of all was that another war should come 
and, therefore, they felt that at every cost 
they must support the League of Nations. 
That was the idea, but he believed it was 
fundamentally wrong, for the reason that no 
movement, however good, or however 
excellent it be, could ever be built upon a 
negative foundation. That was the cause, he 
believed, of the failure of the League—it 
rested on a negative foundation; there was 
nothing positive in its teaching or its life. 


DO NOT WANT WAR 


What. then, was the ideal they should keep 
before them? Men had called it by different 
names. Some spoke of it as the Golden Age 
and others called it Utopia, but for followers 
of Jesus Christ it is the K af God on 
earth, a condition of life where every man 
can live as a son of God. t “was the 
heritage into which every man was bórn and 
that was the ideal they must keep before 
them. “as 

When they thought of ‘this ideal three 
facts stood out very clearly. In the first 
jlace it was the one thing that every man 

sired. If they excluded:the politicians, men 
don’t want wai. They saw no glamour in it, 
either “in the trenebes or in poison gas or 
in air vaids. Left to themselves, and im their 
neart of hearts, all they want is peace and 

uietness and progress; they may not know 

the language of religion, but, so far as they 
understand its meaning, al) that men want to- 
day is that they may live their lives 
as the sons of God. The second thing that 
was “ai clear was that in no country 
in the world to-day is that condition of life 
possible. i 

“In this land of ours to-day,” said 
Dean Phair, “there are hundreds of thousands 
of people who are denied their heritage. In 
every town and in every village there is 
poverty and destitution; there is housing 
and malnutrition; and, what is, perhaps, 
worst of all, there is the paralysing fear of 
unemployment. That was the nightmare 
that haunts their very lives. What chance 
has the Kingdom of God under conditions 
such as these ”'' 


NATIONAL ISOLATION 


The third thing that stood out very clearly 
was the fact that a better world can only be 
built, by the co-operation of all the nations. 
There were still those in every nation- many 
in Ireland—who hanker after national isola- 
tion; those who imagine that by keeping 
aloof they can preserve prosperity and peace. 
He believed it was a vain and foolish dream. 
No building of economic barriers, no refusal 
to take our part in world affairs, can alter 
the fact that to-day the world is one. 
Whether we like it or not, we are all our 
brothers’ keepers. We are knit together by 
a hundred ties, ties which cannot be broken. 
Whether the Kingdom of God comes in 
or the kingdem of the devil it is 
for the nations of the world to say. 
There is one thing, and one thing only, 
that we cannot do—we cannot five apart. 
The problem that faces us to-day is this, and 
no less than this—the redemption or the 
destruction of the world. The trouble, of 
course, was selfishness. That was what lay 
at the root of the failure of the League of 
Nations—selfishness on the part of leaders, 
who fear the loss of place mn pp wer; selfish- 
ness of nations, who fear the loss of posses- 
sions or prestige; selfishness of individuals, 
who fear that they may be poorer; that was

MINISTER'S REPLY 


Mr. A. E. Brown (Minister of Labour) said 
that the present prosperous condition of the 
country was due rather to the success of 
capitalist society than its failures, The great 
bulk of the industrial improvement was the 
result of energy and initiative on the part 
of private manufacturers. The Government 
had never pretended that there was any 
radical cure for certain industries which were 
depressed. The factors underlying the 
fortunes of those industries could not be dealt 
with by coining a slogan, but only by con- 
tinuous effort over a long period. But, 
except for South Wales, the area of depres- 
sion was getting smaller. Even Jarrow and 
Tyneside were in a better position than they 
were three years ago. It was said that only 
paltry sums had been paid out by the Govern- 
ment for the distressed areas. As a matter 
af fact the special Commissioners had spent 
Tig an ATM: and there were commitments for 
& ‘schemes “oí every kind, fer economie 
and, social wellare, amounting to several 
millions more. 

The Government had done everything.they 
possibly could to induce industries to go into 
the distressed areas, and it was a matter for 


pee whether in those areas factories 


could not be erected for defence purposes. The 
whole problem of the distressed areas was one 
that was causing the Government a great 
deal of anxiety. Se was not truc, as asserted, 
that simce the means test there had been a 
falling-off in the payments m respect of un- 
employment pay and transitional benefits in 
South Wales and Monmouthshire. In the 
year 1955, £7,900,000 had been paid out, 
and from January to June this year the total 
was £4,039.000. Even in the South Wales 
area, there was a drop mm the number of re- 
cipients, showing that there was a sign of 
trade recovery there as well as in the rest 
of the country. He could assure the House 
that the Commissioners’ recommendations 
would receive every consideration. 

Dealing with employment conditions, he 
said that to-morrow’s figures would show 
that at the end of September the number of 
registered “employed was 11,105,000, the 
highest ever recorded since they began to 
keep a record, Unemployment figures had 
— down by no less than 12,500, This in- 


icated a ive improvement. 
Mr, Herbert Morrison (Labour) denied that 


the improvement im trade was due to any 
action of the Government. Trade under a 
capitalist system, he said, could never be 
entirely good. Capitalism restricted produc- 
tion, and Jarrow was one of the victims of 
this policy. Much of the social legislation 
was ambulance work made necessary by the 
capitalist system. It was time that Great 
Britain belonged to the British people. 

Sir John Simon (Home Secretary), winding 
up the debate, said that it must be obvious 
to everybody that there was at present a 
considerable improvement in trade. It had 
been argued that the trade improvement was 
only temporury. Well, most things were 
temporary; but did anyone suppose that if a 
Soctatist Government came mto power the 
improvement was gotwg to be everlasting? 
It was a fallacy to suppose that what was 
called Socialism could be wisely and success- 
fully applied to the whole field of industry, 
even though it might be successful in one or 
two instances. 

The Labour amendment was rejected by 
369 votes to 125.

ROME, Monday. 


The immediate export of zoods destined 
for the United Kingdom, on presentation 
of a clearing declaration, is permitted bv 
instructions which have been issued to al! 
Italian Customs authorities. 

This follows the signinz of the Anglo- 
Italian trade pact at the Italian Foreitn 
Office by Sir Eric Drummond, the Britis! 
Ambassador, and Count Ciano. the 
Italian Foreign Minister, on Friday. 

The instructions mean, incidentally, the 
removal of the last of the counter- 
sanctions enforced here to meet the sa 
tions imposed by the Leacue durin: : 
Italo-Abyssinian war. The export ban on 
certain goods has now been withdraw: 
and banking facilities for exporters ha 
been increased. 

Up till now—except in the case 
Oyen and some other goods—export 

as not been permitted by the Italians 
until ensh had actually been paid an 
deposited in the Bank of Italy. Now a 
simple clearing certificate will secu: 
passage of the goods te be exported. 

It is learnt today that the Anz 
Italian trade agreement only remains in 


force until June, 1937, and is 
renewable.

LUBRICATING OILS 


— ==. ~~ 


A paper on “ The Production of Lubricats 
ing oil and the Selection of the Correct 
Lubricant *’ was read by Mr. F. J. Slee, B.A., 
B.Sc., before a meeting of the Engineering 
and Scientific Association of Ireland, at the 
Engineers’ Hall, 55 Dawson street, last night, 
Mr. George Ridgeway (President) presiding. 

The lecturer dealt with the various types 
of crude oil employed in industry and the 
method of lubrication, and with the high 
vacuum steam methods of distillation. e 
also explained the normal methods of refin- 
ing, and outlined all the solvent extraction 
methods. He said that correct lubrication 
lay in the scientific selection of the correct 
preaes ies of each specific fraction from the 
multiplicity of crude oils necessary for the 
manuiacture of lubricants. He explained that 
the oil producer had now to carry out exten- 
sive eagine and laboratory research on 
of his ic materials. 

Dealing with the method by which userg 
could control the quality of their lubrican 
the lecturer ail the history oí 
lubricating oil specifications, showed their 
weaknesses, but said that more modern and 
advanced specifications were based on 
laboratory tests which had been evolved after 
engine test, and the employment of modern 
specifications could be reasonably expected 
to give an indication of the performance of 
the majority of the oils in practice.

NO POWER TO ALTER 


The Secretary to the Northern Prime 
Minister has written to the secretary of the
